Officials of the Upland Hous- 
ing Authority are preparing to re- 
port to the county -assessor the 
value of the 100-home project on 
Campus avenue, and in due time a 
“tax’’ will be paid to the various 
governmental agencies, it was an- 
nounced by Otto S. Rotn, execu- 
tive, director.

federally-owned property, Mr.

has loaned the local authority 
money and the government is in 
the same position as a mortgagor 
in any ordinary case. 


AMENDMENT ON BALLOT 

On the May primary ballot, 
there will appear a proposed 
amendment to the state constitu- 
tion enabling the taxation of fed- 
erally-owned property. Passage 
of this amendment is scheduled to 
result in the state and local tax- 
levying agencies getting taxes 
from the federal government. 

“That amendment will not have 
any effect on the Upland housing 
property, because this is not fed- 
erally-owned,” explained the di- 
rector. 

Chaffey board of education re- 
cently asked the district attorney 
for a ruling as to the possibility 
of obtaining tax money from the 
local housing project. Deputy 
District Attorney John Knauf re- 
ported to The News today that 
passage of the amendment in 
May would place the local prop- 
erty on the tax rolls.
